New York, Oct. 27.— Alan R. Hawley 
and Augustus Post, the aeronauts of 
the balloon 
Am erica II., for 
whom 
search 
had been prosecuted in the 
Canadian wilds, are safe, and have 
established a new world's record for 
Sustained 
flight. 
They traveled ap­ 
proximately 1,350 miles, and came to 
earth in Chicoutimi county, Quebec, on 
Wednesday last. 
Two 
messages 
from Hawley 
and 
Post were received in New York. One 
was to W illiam Hawley, brother of 
the aeronaut; the other to Samuel F. 
Perkins, pilot of the balloon Dussel 
dorf ll., which had been considered 
the winner. The message to Mr. Haw 
ley read; 


“ Lauded 
in 
wilderness week ago 
fifty miles north of Chicoutimi. 
Both 
well. 
— Alan.” 


The Perkins message ran: 


“ Landed Paribonka river, north Lake 
Chilogana 19th. 
All well; returning 
— ‘‘Hawley, Post.” 


W ith receipt of the news there end 
od a search which had come to be r< 
garded by many as almost hopeless, 
and in which the governments of this 
country and Canada were indirectly 
participating. 
Clifford 
B, 
Harmon, 
the 
wealthy 
amateur aeronaut and aviator of New 
York, had offered $1,0U0 to any on • 
finding Haw ley and Post dead or alive 
and this sum had been increased by a 
subscription to more than $7,OHO. 
A t the international aviation meet 
at Belm ont Park nearly $2,000 v.r.s 
subscribed among the aviators, head­ 
ed by $500 by Glenn H. Curtiss. 
Young 
Perkins, 
who accompanh d 
Lieutenant Hans Grieeke in the Bus 
seldorf, conceded immediately he re­ 
ceived the telegram from Haw ley and 
Post that he and the German had los 
first place to the New Y'orkers. 


Congratulates His Rivals. 


Perkins had estimated the distance 
traveled by the Dusseldorf at 1,240 
miles. 
He was overjoyed at hearing 
from his long lost rivals and quickly 
dispatched to St. Ambroise with in­ 
structions to forward this message of 
congratulations to Hawley and Post: 
“ Indications 
are 
that 
you 
have 
broken 
the world's 
record 
for sus­ 
tained flight in a balloon. 
Please ac­ 
cept my sincerest congratulations on 
your success. 
You are the only ones 
I would be glad to see win outside 
myself. 
I know from my own experi­ 
ences what you must have risked to 
make such a trip.” 
W illiam Hawley shouted with ela­ 
tion when he heard of his brother’s 
success and safety. For the past week 
he had been under a constant strain 
and had been in hourly communica­ 
tion with points in Canada from which 
he hoped to receive news of the land­ 
ing. 
As the outlook grew' less hopeful 
day by day his anxiety became great 
er, but through it all he did not lose 
faith in his brother’s ability to come 
through alive. 
He had sent J. A. Pope 
and Edmund Stratton to O ttawa to 
carry on the search, but he has since 
notified them of the happy ending. 
The Am erica II. was last reported 
passing over Maple City, Mich., Oct. 
IS. 
Sky gazers were able to read the 
name on the balloon, but thereafter 
all trace of her was lost. 
Various 
prophesies of the outcome were made, 
but the main contention w’as that the 
aeronauts had landed in an inaccessi­ 
ble region early last week— as in fact 
they did— and were unable to make 
their way to civilization. 
Those who 
took the gloomier view were inclined 
to think, as the days passed, that the 
men had perished from cold and hun­ 
ger. 
The outlook was made darker by 
the suggestion of 
drowning, a fate 
thought not unlikely by the finding of 
a balloon basket on the shores of Lake 
Superior 
near 
Port 
Arthur, 
Ont., 
Wednesday.

I f one were asked to speculate us to 
the sovereign whose dully mail bug 
was the greatest one would hazard 
the kaiser. 
But. no. 
Then most will 
say it ought to be. 
On the unim­ 
peachable authority of u Baris con­ 
temporary we learn that the |>ope is 
the recipient of the greatest number 
of missives. 
The mail of his holiness consists on 
the average of 23,000 letters, news­ 
papers, etc. 
To go through this mass 
thirty-Uve secretaries are 
kept 
em­ 
ployed. 
The president of the United States 
receives nearly 1.000 letters daily and 
about 4,000 journals and books. 
The kaiser’s mail consists of 4.000 
letters and frequently the same num­ 
ber of books and papers. 
King George 
is favored with 1,000 letters a day 
and over 2,000 newspapers and books. 
The czar is not overworked in this 
respect for a sovereign, his m ajesty’s 
mall being given at <550 letters, etc., a 
day. 
The kiugs of Italy and Spain 
have to deal with about 300 letters 
each. 
Queen 
Wilhelm inu 
is 
still 
more 
favored, 
with 
150 letters, etc. 
But 
President Fallieres is still more fortu­ 
nate, for we nrp told that he receives 
few letters aud hardly any papers. 


New York. Oct. 27.— W hen dusk be­ 
gan to settle on the aviation field at 
Belmont Park, L. I., there were twelve 
aeroplanes in the air, and when night 
shut down two of them were still lost 
in the black void above. 
There was 
no moon and it was by the almost Im­ 
perceptible glow' of 
the 
stars that 
these 
two, 
Hoxsey 
and 
Johnstone, 
were first sighted, winging their way 
back to earth. 
Both alighted safely in 
midfield, 
within a few 
moments of 
each other. 
Johnstone’s barograph registered 5,- 
763 feet against 6,173 feet for Hoxsey. 
Five starters were announced in a 
cross-country race to a captive balloon 
ten miles east of the course and re­ 
turn, and four started. 
Latham in a 
fifty horsepower Antoinette was the 
first to cross the line. 
Aubrun followed him, and after Au- 
brun, Drexel and \je Blanc, captain of 
the French team, both in Bleriots. 
Ive 
Blan c’s airmanship seemed splendid, 
as he shot low before the grandstand 
on an even keel, straight for the mark, 
but Aubrun beat the master, and for 
that matter the other contenders. Au- 
brun’s time was 28 minutes, 8.75 sec­ 
onds. 
The cross-country race had barely 
begun when eight men went out for 
distance and two for altitude. That 
made ten. and two of the crosscoun­ 
try fliers were still to return, making 
twelve in the air at. once 
Brookins, driving the “ Bab y” W right 
racer, made up all the distance he had 
lost in starting late and soon led the 
field by two laps. 
One and another of the competitors 
dropped out and the field narrowed 
down to Parm alee of the W rig ht team, 
In his first appearance, Brookins in 
the W right racer, and Latham, who 
had immediately entered the distance 
on his return from the cross-country 
race. 
Brookins dropped out for no ap­ 
parent reason and left first place safe 
for Latham, who had no trouble in 
lapping the standard W right biplane, 
and finished one round to the good. 


Protest Against Demand of Law yer 


for the Railroads That Witness Re­ 


veal Names of Railw ay Officials and 


Shippers Concerned in Rebating Be­ 


fore 1906— Demand for Information 


Not Pressed. 


Chicago, Oct. 27.— Rebating as prac­ 
ticed by the carriers and shippers prior I 
to 1906 and the passage of the Hep I 
burn act was the principal theme of I 
diseussion at the afternoon session of I 
the W estern freight rate hearing be­ 
fore the interstate commerce commis I 
sion. 


At that time the cross-examination, 
which in the morning had been con­ 
cerned with the burden of the work 
borne by farm er boys in Iowa, veered 
around to a specific demand for tin 
names of railw ay officials and shippers 
concerned in rebating before 1906, of 
which the witness, W . P. Trickett of 
Minneapolis, 
said 
he 
had 
jiersonal 
knowledge. 
Attorneys for the shippers protested 
that the desired information was not 
material, that the committee in a num­ 
ber of cases was informed of the prac 
Hee of rebating, but the counsel for 
the railroads stuck to his question. 
The t« use situation was relieved when 
the witness dodged the issue by de 
dining to give the names. 
"I will not give in public the names 
of the officials of the Chicago Great 
W estern road who gave the rebate nor 
of the shippers who received it,” said 
Mr. Trickett. 
“ J cannot— two of them 
have passed on. 
I can give you con­ 
tracts showing rebates, or I can com­ 
ply with the suggestion that I give you 
the ipformation in writing, but I must 
decline to give them from the stand.” 


Demand Not Pressed. 


The demand was pressed no further 
by Attorney J. B. Payne, general conn- ! 
sel for the Chicago Great W estern 
road, alter the positive refusal to tes­ 
tify to the specific transaction. 
The .question of rebates came up in 
connection with the preceding witness, 
H. G. Wilson, transportation commis­ 
sioner of the Kansas City Commercial 
club. 
In enumerating different advances 
in the rates since 1901 Mr. Wilson 
testified that in 1906, after the passage 
of the Hepburn act. freight rates were 
advanced and he estimated that prior 
to then rebates on many articles trans­ 
ported from the Atlantic seaboard to 
the Missouri river points amounted to 
40 per cent of the regular tariffs. 
Mr. 
Wilson testified that he had no per­ 
sonal knowledge of the giving of re­ 
bates and could, therefore, give no 
specific evidence. 
Mr. Trickett, who is executive man­ 
ager of the Minneapolis Traffic asso­ 
ciation, agreed with Mr. Wilson on 
the 40 per cent rebate estimate and 
declared that he had personal knowl­ 
edge of the giving of rebates in some 
instances, having acted for the car­ 
rier; in others for tile shipper of the 
commodities and in others for both 
carrier and shipper. 
In addition to bringing up the sub­ 
ject of rebates Mr. Wilson introduced 
tabulations showing increase in the 
minimum 
weight 
of 
carload 
lots, 
which he contended operated to the 
disadvantage of 
some 
shippers; 
of 
changes in classification of commod­ 
ities and of advances in commodity 
freight rates. 
Mr. Trickett, after agreeing 
with 
the preceding witness’ estimate on 
percentage of rebates, also introduced 
statistics showing advances in freight 
rates to and from Minneapolis and 
St. Paul. 
Tim e for an analysis of the tabula­ 
tions of alleged advances was allowed 
the railroad attorneys.

that after she had been courted four 
years by the deft ndant, during which 
time they were engage! to be mar­ 
ried, he without any cause violated 
his pledge to marry her and now has 
become engaged to another woman. 
The plaintiff was manager of a lum­ 
ber company at Menominee and was 
receiving a salary of $5,000 a year— 
one of the largest salaries paid to a 
woman in the limited States. 
After 
becoming engaged to the defendant 
she resigned her position, and thus 
figures that she is out $20,000, or $5,- 
000 a year during the four years the 
alb ged marriage engagement existed. 
In addition she alleges that she ex- 
jiended more than $2,000 of her own 
money in 
the defendant’s business 
The various amounts are included in 
the total damages which she seeks to 
recover.

Bee Comb. 


Bee coml) or beeswax, the material 
of which the honey cells in the bee­ 
hive are composed, is a wax produced 
by a system of chemistry carried on 
in the “ wax pockets” which are lo­ 
cated in the abdomen of all working 
bees. 
It is a peculiar substance and 
is said to be analogous to tile fats of 
higher animals. 
Originally it was sup­ 
posed that this wax was taken up in 
an almost pure state from the flowers 
by the bees, but recent experiments 
carried on by the leading botanists 
and chemists of the world conclusive­ 
ly prove that the bee is capable of 
elaborating his peculiar wax. although 
coufined to a diet purely saccharine in 
its nature. —L x cbauge. 


REAL PEARLS IN COCOANUTS. 


Composition Sim ilar to Oyster Prod­ 
uct Puzzles Experts. 


The fact that cocoanuts sometimes 
contain pearls—properly so called and 
quite sim ilar to the pearls of mollusks 
—has beeu established. 
A specimen 
the size of a pearl was exhibited re­ 
cently by a Bostonian, who explained 
that such pearls are worth a good 
deal of money in the M alay peninsula, 
where the native rajahs esteem them 
highly. 
These pearls are sim ilar In composi­ 
tion to those of the so called pearl oys­ 
ter, being found by chemical analysis 
to consist of calcium carbonate and 
a small amount of organic matter. 
It is altogether a puzzle why the 
giant seed should produce such con­ 
cretions. inasmuch as they cannot be 
due to an attempt', as is the case of 
the mollusk, to cover up irritating par­ 
ticles. 


Little Girl Murdered. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 27.— W ith clothing 
tied around her neck the body of a lit­ 
tle girl was found in a vacant lot be­ 
hind the National hotel. 
There was 
blood on the window sill of a room in 
the hotel, and the hoarder who occu­ 
pied that room for months is missing. 
The identity of the child has not yet 
been established, neither has the miss­ 
ing boarder been located.

Swayed by 
an emotion lie could not conceal Mr. 
Elrod said that he long had been a 
resident of Kewaskum , that he had 
known the young man well and that 
he knew’ him to he a youth of ex­ 
emplary character.
